TIIK STATK of New York 
has in its Code of Criminal 
Procedure, Section U2-a. a pro­ 
vision for enjoining the sale or 
distribution of obscene matter 
In an action against a particu­ 
lar named defendant. This New- 
York law has bten held valid by 
the I'nited States Supreme 
Court insofar a.s it relates to

ob>ceiie matter in the case oi 
Kingsley Books vs. Brown, 354 
T S 436, t I., ed. I'd 1469, ac­ 
cording to A. C. Morrison, 
legislative Counsel. State of 
California, in his Opinion No 
4333. signed at my request on 
July 16! 1962

The Legislative Counsel in 
the same official Opinion also 
told me "To the best of our 
konw ledge New York does not 
have a law providing for pro­ 
ceedings against an alleged ob­ 
scene matter 'in rem'."

This Opinion of the legisla­ 
tive Counsel clarifies a popu

lar misunderstanding to the ef- 
tec; I hat st>\\ York has what 
the lawyers call an "in rem" 
law regarding obscene matter 
The legal phrase "In Kern" 
means "against the thing " It is 
applied to le«al actions where 
the direct object is to reach 
and dispose of specific proper 
ty within the jurisdiction of 
the court, or of some interest 
in such property.

' THK "IN RKM" type of le-al 
procedure must be dis­ 
tinguished from what Hie law­ 
yers call "In Personam," which

our recollection that the argu 

' mem has neen made that an 
'in rem' proceeding would be 

; more humane than a provision 
for criminal prosecution of 

  sellers in that an article could 
be determined to be obscene 
without at the same time caus­ 
ing anyone to be convicted of 
a crime.

! PRESUMABLY It could be 
[argued that an 'in rem 1 pro- 
! ceeding would be desirable be­ 
cause in the area in which the 
decree would have force, ob­ 
scenity of an article could be 
determined for all sellers at 
one time. It is also our recol­ 
lection that the argument has 
been made that if a proceeding 
is against an article, such as a 
book, rather than against a per­ 
son, there is good chance that, 
because no person is immedi-

ately placed in jeopardy, in 
many cases no one will go to 
the trouble and expense of de­ 
fending the article, and thus 
worthy articles may be pro­ 
hibited by default."

The Legislative Counsel in 
the same Opinion also said: 
"As tor the injunctive type 
statute, such as (referring to 
New York IHW mentioned 
abovei. the arguments of pro­ 
ponents presumably would be 

' that it more expeditious!) op­ 
erates to prevent distribution 
of the article.

j OPPONENTS, we gather, con- 
1 sider such a statute obnoxious 
as a prior restraint and in the 

; nature of a censorship statute 
jiSee Kingsley Books v. Brown, 
supra)."
